BITTER, four year fight to establish 


a state policy for the limitation of 


the heights of building in Wisconsin was 
ended yesterday when the Suprmee court 
declare dthe law passed by the last legis- 
lature to be constitutional. The law limits 
the height of buildings in Milwaukee to 
125 feet and in other cities of the state 
to 100 feet.

T 


HE law which has just been held 


constitutional is one of the greatest 


pieces of constructive legislation ever 
passed in Wisconsin pertaining to the 
growth and development of cities. It "is 
a law which will set a new ideal in muni- 
cipal building and which will set aside the 
erroneous and mischievous notion that a 
city must have skyscrapers and high 
buildings in order to be a "hustling, live 
wire American community." 


Originally the movement for the pres- 


ent law was started to protect Wiscon- 
sin's beautiful capitol building from the 
encroachment of high buildings which 
would shut off the view of this great 
structure. 
The movement was started 


by people who love beauty and who con- 
tended that it would be indefensible to 
mar this wonderful architectural tri- 
umph for the purpose of enhancing the 
private profit of individuals who sought 
to exploit the generosity of the people of 
Wisconsin to the city of Madison. 


• 
The first law, however, was declared 


to be unconstitutional by the Supreme 
court because the statute was not 
gen- 


eral in its application. A movement was 
then started to make the law statewide 
and to establish a state policy for the 
height of buildings.

~- E CAUSE of the original backing for 


the lav, an impression has arisen 


[ijiit the present statute can be defended 
only as a measure designed to protect the 
state capitol building. The law is much 
wider in its scope and can be 'defended 
as a piece of legislation that establishes 
a new precedent in Wisconsin in health, 
beauty and sanitation. 
Although the 


law was opposed by many business men, 
it can be upheld from the standpoint of 
good business. 
' 


The curse of American cities' is con- 


gestion. 
The skyscraper is largely re- 


sponsible for this problem. With the 
coming of the automobile congestion has 
been greatly intensified. Congestion and 
traffic conditions are problems with 
which American cities all over the con- 
tinent are struggling. 


Congestion breeds ill health and un.- 


sanitary conditions. Where there is no 
sunlight disease will be found lurking. 
Congested areas brings accidents of all 
descriptions. The loop is a curse to the 
city of Chicago and unless something is 
done to relieve the tension Chicago will 
be choked in a business way. Would 
Chicago be much better off if its loop 
district was spread over a few extra 
miles of territory? 
Think of the lost 


time and the economic loss to the citv of 
Chicago in the conditions that prevail in 
the loop. 
Think of the transportation 


problem which the loop has brought to 
Chicago. 


What would happen here in Madison 


if the capitol square was surrounded by 
towering skyscrapers? We would have a 
traffic situation that would be a menace 
to the community. 
Ground rents and 


property values would soar to astounding 
figures. 
Automobile trade would go to 


outlying districts. 


The present law will have a tendency 


to keep our Wisconsin cities- from chok- . 
jug themselves. It will have a tendency ] 
f.o spread the growth of cities over a 
larger area—people will have air and 
sunlight, there will be elbow room in 
which to do business and we will not 
build up property values on which people 
will be asked to pay a return in the form 
of high prices. 


The present law can be defended on 


other, than artistic and health grounds. 
It can be defended -from the standpoint 
of good business. 
The decision of the 


Supreme co.urt is good news to those for- 
ward people in Wisconsin 'who have 
worked hard and faithfully for the pas-

But for the great 
manufacturing centers 


with their millions of workers the 
farmers 


would be in a sorry plight.

The foreign markets .are more- of an illusion 


{than a reality. Most foreign countries are self- 
supporting so far as food products - are- con- 
cerned. The foreign markets take about 
so 


much of American farm products, (just what 
they have to and no more. 


So then it comes down to the simple propo- 


sition so far as the farmers are concerned that 
the working people are the farmers' best cus- 
tomers, and it naturally follows that the farm- 
ers are vitally interested in the prosperity of 
the working people. 


On the other, hand the working people 
are 


interested in the prosperity. of the farmers 
The working people are vitally interested in 
the abtmdant supply of all kinds of farm prod- 
ucts, that they may have 
plenty 
of 
food 


clothing, etc., at reasonable prices. 
:^ 


The laboring men and farmers are producers 


of wealth. The one is essential to the other. 
They can well cooperate politically.. 


Republicans have always contended, and I 


think correctly, that protection to American 
industry and American agriculture' were bene- 
ficial alike to American workers and American 
farmers. Excluding cheap foreign-made goods 
give the American industry the American mar- 
ket, the'best market in the world. 
In other 


words, protection made high wages to Ameri- 
can workers enable them to enjoy a high stand- 
ard of living. By protecting American agricul- 
ture give to the American farmers "the Ameri- 
can market with high priced labor with ability 
to buy. 


Theoretically, this is not true, but practical- 


ly protection to American industry, American 
labor and American agriculture has made this 
the greatest country on earth. 


True, the deflation of 1919-hit the American 


farmers perhaps harder than any other line of 
business, but would the American farmers be 
any better off if Libor'and farm products come 
down on the same level as forty or fifty years 
ago, when eggs 'sold for five cents a dozen and 
outter at 10 cents-a pound. Years ago the lum- 
bermen of northern Wisconsin bought dress'ed 
logs laid down at the shanty door for 2% cents 
a pound. This pork was produced in Illinois and 
southern part of Wisconsin, ar.dxhauled to the 
umber camps in the winter. 


We seldom paid more than 20 cents a bushel 


:or oats. 


The important factors that confront 
the 


American farmers are not hard to find. They 
are, roughly stated;'Lack of proper credit facil- 
ties, high priced land, high taxes, 'too great a 
spread between the price that the consumers 
pay and what the producer's get. 
This latter 


lolds good, too, so far as the price the farmers 
lave to pay for what they buy. 


If the American farmers could be organized 


as well and on the same principle of American 


ig business, their troubles would be .at an 


end, 
economically speaking. And sooner or lat- 


er the American farmers will learn to organize 
and cooperate. The farmers should be able to 
fix a profitable price on their'products as well 
as the manufacturers of farm implements, or 
anything else.—C. N. Johnson, Merrill, Wis.

Lovett, one of the highest 


paid ' railway executives in 
the country at the time of 
his resignation, was born in 
San Jacinto, Tex., June 22, 
1860.
